‘there is no Italian denial of British 
affirmation that an ‘‘immense”’ convoy of 
ships, carrying men and war material. 
from England; Rhodesia, India and 
Australia, has arrived in various 
Egyptian ports. One is at liberty to 
speculate on the apparent ease with which 
this substantial reinforcement has arrived 
in Levantine waters. Did all ‘the ships 
come from England, or were they lucky 
enough to attain Egypt without casualty 
from starting points in different quarters 
of the world? In either event, it looks 
as if the British Navy had the 
Mediterranean and the Red Sea 
thoroughly well policed. The manner of 
their arrival, however, is less important 
than the destination of the soldiers who 
have arrived. Clearly they are intended 
to answer Marshal Graziani’s threat to 
Egypt, and the question is whether they 
are sufficiently numerous and well-armed 
to answer it effectively. Little has been 
heard of the gallant Marshal during the 
last fortnight or so. It is known. that he. 
has concentrated a powerful force of 
Italians, reckoned at approximately a 
quarter of a million men, on the border 
between Italian Libya and Egypt, with 
the apparent intention to invade Egypt. 
His force has suffered loss, not only from 
the action of British bombing machines, 
which have harassed it continually, but 
from the shells of vessels of the Royal 
Navy, which pounded it to an uncomfort- 
able degree some weeks ago. Losses, with- 
out doubt, were inflicted, but they cannot 
have been sufficiently heavy to dissuade 
the Marshal—who is a soldier of the 
first order—from his purpose. The 
Italian strategy against Egypt is obscure. 
The odds are that her armies propose to 
advance against Egypt along two fronts. 
One—probably the main line of attack— 
will be the coast road from Bardia, in 
Libya, towards Alexandria, and thence 
to Cairo; the second will be from the 
Abyssinian boundary towards Khartoum, 
in the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan. Of the 
force destined for this. latter attempt 
nothing is known—or, at least, nothing 
beyond inference has escaped into the 
newspapers. No secret has been made of 
the existence, or of the intention, of the 
troops which are stationed at Bardia, 
waiting until cooler weather authorises 
their advance. 

Great. Britain certainly will not re- 
linquish Egypt without a struggle, and 
Italy, with equal certainty, will not 
abandon the effort to gain control of 
Egypt. It is possible fot the British to 
dispense with their hold upon the Suez 
Canal—for which the control of Egypt is 
essential—but to the Italians the control 
of the Canal would bring new life. With- 
out it their contact with their forces in 
Abyssinia, Eritrea and the Somalilands is 
precarious in’ the extreme; but, if once 
the British could be driven from the 
Canal, Italy’s chances of success against 
the British in Africa would be ten times 
as ‘great as they are to-day. According 
to the logic of statistics, the Italians ought 
to receive an ardent welcome in Egypt, 
where their compatriots substantially out- 
number the British, both in population 
and in influence; but the fact is that the 
Egyptians do not want them. Five years 
ago the people of Egypt broke the last 
legislative link that bound them to Great 
Britain, when a treaty was concluded 
between Nahas Pasha, a_ violently 
Nationalist Premier, and the British 
Government. , Its effect was to pledge the 
two countries to alliance in the event of 
an attack by any third party upon either 
of them, to grant the British certain 
rights of military occupation in Egypt 
until a time when the Egyptians should be 
in a position to defend themselves, and to 
allow the British certain rights in ~the 
Canal zone and at other strategic paints. 
These concessions are, without a doubt, 
limitations of sovereignty ; but the people 
of Egypt conferred them on the ground 
that otherwise they would be defenceless 
against their enemies. Signor Mussolini

The aeroplane and the tank 
regiment—for the time being; at any rate— 
have put an end to all that; and while it 
is comparatively easy to write some kind 
of song suitable for men on the march, it 
must be a very different proposition to 
compose anything that would “ go with ” 
the flame-throwing tank and the dive- 
bomber! War songs reflect the mood of 
the moment—there was that 1919 ballad, 
for instance, in which, though the war was 
over, there was still the ring of the march- 
ing song, but a very different spirit: 

We won the war. What was it for? 

You must ask Lloyd George or Bonar 

Law. . 
We beat the German and the Turk— 
That’s why we’re here now in gaol and 
out of work.

This war is not like the last ; and nothing 
gives a greater indication of the difference 
between the two than the latest song in 
England. It is called the Salvage Song, 
and it says: 

Oh! We ain’t gonna waste no more, 

no more, 
We ain’t gonna waste no more. 


The less we waste the more we save 
To win this ruddy war. 


This certainly is in the spirit of the times, 
but what a pity it is that even for their 
war ballads nowadays our neighbours 
across the Channel have, to borrow from 
America. Last time, however, the position 
was very much the same; for during the 
last war they borrowed their best marching 
songs from Ireland. :

The Lap of Morpheus 

Where bombardment from the air is 
restricted to thilitary objectives, one of the 
greatest trials suffered by the residents in 
cities that are regularly visited by night 
bombers is lack of sleep. Endurance is 
sorely tried when half to three-quarters 
of the night have to be spent in an air 
raid shelter. It may be part of the war 
of nerves to attempt to prevent the 
opposition’s population from having its 
normal allowance of sleep, night after 
night, so that eventually its powers of 
resistance will crack, and a spirit of 
defeat replace the will to win. An 
enormous force of aircraft would be 
needed to keep a whole country con- 
tinuously awake throughout the night, 
but if the moral of the leading cities 
could be broken the national rot would 
have a considerable nucleus. It has been 
established, however, that healthy men 
and women can exist on very little sleep. 
Soldiers seem to thrive on late nights and 
early rising. The great military rivals 
of a century ago, Napoleon Bonaparte and 
the Duke of Wellington, preferred to sleep 
on camp beds so that there should be no 
temptation to lie long. Indeed, Welling- 
ton used to say, ‘‘ When it is time to 
turn over it is time to turn out.” The 
Emperor Charlemagne is reputed to have 
had enough sleep to rise at midnight. 
These, perhaps, are classic, and, there- 
fore, isolated, examples; but in recent 
years medical men have spoken and 
written about the tendency of people 
nowadays to sleep too much. “ Eight 
hours work, eight hours play and eight 
hours sleep ” was a political slogan. The 
poets were not agreed upon the number of 
hours that should be spent in slumber; 


some said six and some seven. In actual 
practice, it has been found that 


individuals can reduce their allowance of 
sleep by two or three hours and yet suffer 
no inconvenience once they have become 
used to the shorter period. During the 
last wart men in the trenches carried on 
their duties for weeks with but snatches 
of rest at irregular intervals, To the 
layman, it seems remarkable that neither

FINDS AT LOUGH GUR 


Excavations at Lough Gur, Co. Limerick, 
are again in pro and are yielding very 
interesting and important results. uring 
this, the fifth season of the Lough Gur 
excavations, three sites are being excavated 
on Knockadoon, the peninsula in the lake— 
a stone circle and two dwelling sites. The 
circle has produced several burials, some 
with necklaces of bone and stone beads. The 
dwelling sites give confirmation of the find- 
ings of 1939 that a village of the stone and 
bronze ages existed on éckadoon. The 
excavations are financed as a special employ- 
ment scheme under the Commissioners of 
Public Works, and about forty workmen are 
employed, The work is directed by Professor 
Sean P. O Riordain, of University College, 
Cork, who is assisted by a staff of experts, 
including students and graduates of Cork and 
other Universities. : 

Among recent visitors to the excavations 
was the Count de Salis, who has generously 
helped the work by placing his castle and 
cottage at Lough Gur at the service of the

their homes. They had in many cases 
to find their way amid broken glass and 
débris, and in places had to produce their 
identity cards before they were allowed to 
pass through some areas. There was no 
sign of depression or gloom, even old 
pone maintaining their cheerfulness. 

ospitals were struck, but it is understood 
that casualties were comparatively few, 
most of the patients having been removed 
to safe shelter in time. Two world-famous 
museums were damaged during the night, 
and there was great disconnection of rail- 
way communications. 


Travel Difficulties 


Following a sleepless night, the average 
Londoner, determined to go to work as 
usual, made a bee-line for his regular 
station and train at the usual time. On 
arrival his difficulties began, however, and 
a very great number of passengers had to 
find new ways and methods of covering the 
journey to the city owing to interruptions 
on the lines. I left home at nine o'clock 
and managed to reach my destination by 
half past eleven after an_ interesting 
Journey, consisting first of a ride in an 
omnibus, a short passage in a train, with 
eighteen passengers in one compartment, 
then another omnibus ride, more train 
riding, and finally a tram journey. This 
was due to the minor breaks here and 
there, which were being dealt with 
expeditiously and effectively. Everywhere 
the utmost good humour prevailed, and on 
the vehicles people who had been able 
to get newspapers, which were not avail- 
able until hours after the usual publica- 
tion time, were sharing with those who 
had been unable to do so.

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IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


The Review at Howth 


It was interesting to hear the views of 
a completely objective observer of the re- 
view of Local Security Force members 
which took place before Mr. de Valera at 
Howth on Sunday. The commentator, a 
former officer~of a British brigade that 
had a reputation for smartness rivalling 
that of the Guards, was full of -praise. 

Bearing in mind that the troops had 
been engaged in strenuous exercises all 
day, that they had left their homes nine 
hours before, and had not had a real 
meal since breakfast, their marching and 
dressing were excellent, he said. here 
was a touch of smartness that indicated 
the presence of many “old soldiers ” in 
several of the groups, but the older the 
marchers the greater seemed the desire 
to create a good impression before Mr. 
de Valera. 


Not: a “ Wash-Out ” 


The only faults were those of officers, 
some of whom omitted to salute or to 
order the ‘‘eyes right ” of their men. 
That fact he mentioned, not in criticism, 
but to give a true picture of the proceed- 
ings as a whole. 

Of course, he said, the high light of the 
march past was the St. Tobá Ambulance 
Brigade section; Even the St. John 
nurses kept their dressing and stepped 
out like well-disciplined soldiers. 

Some of the people who went to Howth 
expecting to witness the sort of battle 
that Hollywood provides for their enter- 
tainment came back to Dublin complain- 
ing that the whole thing was a ‘‘ wash- 
out.” It was nothing of the sort. The 
officers and men of the L.S.F. had plenty 
of practice in scoutiny,. signalling, the 
preservation of communications, in 
difficult country, and, 
where actions took place, in fighting. 

There. were outposts where the men 
never saw the “enemy.” That is in- 
evitable in the type of war which was 
being simulated at Howth. 


Lessons 
Our special representative, a man 
of some military experience, by frequent 


use of cars, trams and, more especially, 
his legs, was one of the few who saw 
plenty of the manceuvres, from: the point 
of view of both attackers and defenders, 
and he was greatly impressed by the 
enterprise of several of the units he en- 
countered. 

No doubt, some of the mimic engage- 
ments took a course far different from 
what would have been the case in real 
war. Red Cross men carrying stretchers 
with wounded across ‘‘no man’s land,” 
with rival forces blazing at each other yn 
either side, was an example of the sort of 
thing that would not have been done if 
real bullets had been in use. 

Some sections have a lot to learn, but 
equally important is the fact that some 
seem to possess excellent officers and to 
have a natural bent for soldiering.

Large formations of German (bombers, 
which flew in over the south-east 
Englaud, attacked London yesterday 
ing. <A warning was sounded at 5.10 p. 
and it was 6.27 when the ‘‘all clear ” was 
given. Many ‘planes flying at a great 
height were heard in the Central London 
area, away in the direction of the Thames 
Estuary, shortly after the alarm. 

Thirty bombers,

fierce A.A. barrage. One bomber staggered 
out as if hit and flew back to sea, rapidly 
losing height. 


OVER WESTMINSTER 


Crowds of Londoners watehed an air battle 
which seemed to be over the Houses of Par- 
liament. One big bomber, which appeared 
to be hit by A.A, fire, spiralled to the 
ground, and a parachutist was seen descend- 
ing. 
making use of the large clouds passing across 
the sxy at a fair pace. The noise of bombs 
could be heard in Central London.

SEVERAL SHOT DOWN

German ’plane engaged in a “ dog-fight”’ 
also crashed. 

In a dog-fight over the south-east area 
eight German ‘planes were brought down. 
No damage was done. 

About 45 ’planes were fighting. 

The air fighting raged over a large area, 
and a fierce engagement between a formation 
of 30 raiders and British fighters was seen 
from many points. 

An onlooker said: “The raiders flew 
through bursting A.A. shells. Several flights 
of our fighters darted in and through the 
formation, splitting them in two. One bomber 
fell away, with smoke pouring from its tail.” 

Another group of 15 German fawn flying 
over South London were ng with heavy 
A.A. fire, which ceased when British fighters 
went up to intercept them. Two Germans 
were shot down.

‘‘GRAND STAND ” VIEW 


People rushing homewards in a West 
London district saw one German ’plane crash 
in flames.

The German let fall its load of 
bombs as it raced across the sky, leaving 
behind a trail of smoke, which turned to 
flames as it fell in the distance. 

People had “' grand stand ”’ views of ‘‘dog- 
fights’ in the sky, and there was cheering 
when a raider was seen to fall in smoke. 

In a south-eastern town on the outskirts 
of London about 50 aeroplanes flying high 
approached from the south, and a minute 
Jater came the rending sound of incendiary 
bombs faling in all directions. 

As Mr. A. Robson was rushing towards his 
home, a few hundred — away, he had to 
dodge a blazing incendiary bomb on his own 
doorstep.

WATCHMAN KILLED 

Bombs which fell near a South-West 
London town blocked a road and killed a 
watchman.

‘Successive waves of bombers and fighters 
crossed the coast between the North Foreland 
and Hastings. Wherever they turned they 


were engaged by R.A.F. fighters, new 
squadrons taking up the attack from point 
to point. 


‘“As they crossed the Kentish coast our 
fighters were ready for therh. They fought 
them over the rolling woods of Sussex, across 
the hop fields of Kent, above the commons 
and downs of Surrey, and over the streets 
and houses of London. ' 

“They pursued them back across the 
English Channel on their return Journey. 
A.-A. guns helped also to harass the enemy. 

‘The evening’s objectives apparently in- 
cluded R.A.F. stations in South-East England 
and various industrial targets, as well as 
London. Many of the enemy, however, were 
driven back before reaching any objectives 
inside the London area. 

“ Reports up to 10 p.m. show that 47 of 

the enemy have so far been destroyed—45 by 
fighters and two by A.-A. gunners. 
_ “ A Hurricane squadron provided a good 
example of the way in which the enemy were 
continually attacked, even when they seemed 
just about to reach their objectives. They 
caught a formation of 30 Junker 88's as they 
were nearing their target, made a head-on 
attack, shot down five of them, broke up the 
whole formation, and completely threw out 
their attack. i 

“An English Spitfire sguadron waded into 
a formation of Messerschmitt fighters. It de- 
stroyed 6 of them and probably also one of the 
Heinkels, which the Messerschmitts “were 
escorting. 

“The Royal Canadian Air Force Squadron, 
which is now fighting alongside the R.A.F., 
saw a number of enemy bombers flying at a 
great height. They climbed in their Hurri- 
canes to attack them. On the way up they 
lost sight of the first lot of bombers, and 
found themselves in the middle of a number 
of Messerschmitt 109 fighters, which were 
heading south, with a group of enemy 
bombers below them. The squadron leader 
chased one of the Messerschmitts down to the 
coast, followed it two miles out to sea, and 
damaged it severely. Another Canadian pilot 
caught another Messerschmitt and shot it to 
pieces. 


TEN HOURS’ RAID 


DAMAGE IN LONDON ON 
SUNDAY NIGHT

Although London was subjected to a more 
intense bombing on Sunday night than that, 
of Saturday night, when hundreds of people 
lost their lives, damage and casualties, it is 
said, were not necessarily so high. 
The -raiders hovered over the city for 
almost ten hours, dropping high explosive 
_ incendiary bombs and starting many new 
res. 


OVER CENTRAL LONDON 


The raiders, which first approached from 
the south-east and afterwards varied their 
tactics by coming in from other points, 
started by scattering bombs on areas in East 
London. .Some fires ‘Were started and the 
A.R.P. workers were once again quickly in 
action after the warning had been sounded 
at 7.59 p.m. They worked ceaselessly despite 
the bombers, which cruised round and round 
to see the result of their work before drop- 
ping further salvoes. 

Soon the raiders crept nearer and nearer 
to Central London despite intense A.-A. fire, 
which was one of the heaviest since war 
began. Many who ignored advice to remain 
in shelters.or under cover saw one of the 
most spectacular scenes that London raid 
history has ever known. Guns and bombs 
crashed like thunder. Salvoes from the guns 
were immediately followed by bombs. 


NURSES’ HOME STRUCK 


A bomb fell outside a newspaper office, 
but, as the workers were all in shelters, 
nobody was hurt. A high explosive hit the 
parses home of an East London hospital. 
he staff and nurses were in the basement 
shelter and there were no casualties, though 
the home was extensively SEA The 
hospital itself was undamaged. e staff on 
re was busy with raid casualties at the 
ime. 
The high rear wali of a factory fell, 
covering a courtyard behind with tons of 
bricks and broken masonry. If the dam 
had occurred on a week-day the wall would 
have fallen on scores of horses which would 
have been tethered in the yard on the sound 
of an air raid alarm. As more bombs fell 
one warden was hurled through a shop door- 
way and another through a plate 
window, but the A.R.P. squads wor on, 
saving many of the people, although there 
were a number killed (estimated by one 
rescue Worker at three or four). 
Only the mere shell of outer walls remained 
of ‘some four storey buildings near those 
shattered by bombs.

‘*For over three hours—l0 p.m. to 1.15 
a.m. to-day—the British bombers arrived in 
relays over the docks and shipyards. 

‘* Undeterred by a storm of anti-aircraft 
shells, the glare of searchlight concentrations, 
patches of thick cloud and much gfound haze, 
the raiders cruised above the great dock area 
on the banks of the Elbe. 

“Methodically pin-pointing their target, 
they released salvo after salvo of heavy 
bombs and hundreds of incendiaries. Repeat- 
edly sticks of heavy bombs were seen to crash 
across the docks and port installations. 

“Many sticks of high explosives straddled 
the Blohm and Voss yards. 


MANY FIRES 


‘Fires broke out in many parts of the 
wide target area, and, although some died 
down again, others caught on and burned 
fiercely. 

“The crew of one aircraft saw wharves and 
a railway station on the north bank of the 
Elbe, near Bakenhafen, burning, another fire 
near Hanshansahafen, and the glow of a third 
downstream near Altona. 

'“One of the early raiders, dropping a 
stick across the docks, saw two fires begin, 
about 500 yards apart, on the north bank, 
close to the mouth of the Elbe tunnel. 

‘‘ Another pilot who arrived a little later 
said: ‘From some miles west of Hamburg we 
saw the bombs landing in the dock area and 
a large fire: There were someone else’s bombs 
bursting near it.’ 

“ By 11 o'clock a low cloud ‘had formed. 
A pilot arriving then said: ‘We could see 
little owing to the clouds, haze, darkness -nd 
heavy A.-A. fire. But we did see that our 
bombs straddled the docks.’ 

‘‘Bombs could be seen bursting among 
dockside buildings, while the fierce A.-A. bar- 
rage continued, and scores of brilliant search- 
lights swept the sky. 

“ More fires broke out, and they were 
burning fiercely as the bombers left. From 
far down the river homing raiders could see 
the glare in the sky. One saw it distinctly 
60 miles away.” 


THREE CIRCUITS OF 
THE DOCKS 


The captain of one of the aircraft which 
raided. Hamburg described to the Air Ministry 
News Service. how, before -dropping his 
bombs, he made three circuits of the docks 
to make certain he was over his target. 

“ Just after releasing’ our bombs,’ he said, 
“ we ran into a barrage of anti-aircraft fire, 
and got a direct hit on the port wing. One 
shell went right through the oil tank, and 
another shell hit our tail. 

“We turned for home, fully expecting the 
port engine to fail at any moment for lack 
of oil, but, to .onr amazement, she ran 
peony all the way and did not even over- 

eat. 

“ Near our base we ran into a terrific 
electric storm. The whole machine was alive 
with statics, and at one time it appeared to 
be a mass of blue flames. When the wireless 
operator tried to earth the trailing aerial he 
got a shock, which threw him across the cock- 


pit.

FIFTY ’PLANES IN 
BATTLE

LONDON, Monday Night. 


Between raids m the London area to-night, 
queues formed outside a large shelter. Many 
people carrying small mattresses and pillows 
asked if they could spend the night there, 
raid or no raid. They were told by the 
wardens that the shelter could not be opened 
until a raid alarm was sounded, and that 
“ first come first served ” would be the order 
of admittance. There could be no space 
reservations. | 

In a deep shelter in the Central London area 
the crash and rumble of. bombs could be 
heard. 

Six hours after the raid started bombs were 
sfill fallmg in the London area. 

In the evening raid about 25 German 
bombers, fiying at about 10,000 feet, were 
attacked by British fighters over a south- 
east town. The raiders jettisoned bombs, 
some of which fell on houses, and one or two 
in roadways. A man was killed, and oa 
family was buried in a cellar; Two German 
bombers were seen to dive out of control 
when the Spitfires attacked. 

Civil defence workers in a South-West dis- 
trict of London watched an aerial battle 
over the town, in which at least fifty air- 
craft, British and German, were involved. 
Four raiders were shot down. The raiders 
had dropped two or three bombs. A doctor 
was attending a patient when a bomb fell 
on the house. e rendered first-aid, and 
also stopped to attend to other casualties. 

One of the falling ‘planes crashed into the 
wall of a farmhouse, whihc caught fire. The 
engine was thrown yards away.

“ The present policy of the enemy ‘appears 
to be an endeavour to force us to use our 
fighter forces in increasing numbers. He is 
sending his masses of ’planes over with very 
heavy fighter escort, and hopes that his losses 
will not be so heavy as ours, and that we 
shall use up our fighter reserve. 

“So far our losses have been insufficient 
to justify any optimism on his part. 
have no hesitation in saying that we have 
the necessary reserves of pilots and. machines 
to stand up to our present losses,’’ 

Speaking of Sunday night’s raids on Lon- 
don, the officer said that a lot of the German

“ A lot of the bombing was indiscrimigate. 

“ Undoubtedly,”’ he said, ‘our pilots were 
reaching their objectives more successfully 
than the Germans.

DESTROYER'S DASH TO 
RESCUE PASSENGERS 


A destrover's pace through darkness to 
rescue 72 passengers and 24 crew of a sinking 
steamer off the west coast of Scotland was 
revealed yesterday. 


The steamer was the Burns and Laird vessel 
Lairdscastle (1,945 tons), at one time used 
in the Dublin-Glasgow service, which sank 


within three hours after being in collision, ir 
fog, with the 4,748 tons cargo steamer Vernon 
City, belonging to the Reardon Smith Line. 
No lives were lost. 

The rescued have been landed at a Scottish 
port. 

After an hour or two it was seen that the 
Lairdscastle, which had developed a list, 
would go down, and the order to abandon 
ship was given. The sea was calm, and 
although one lifeboat was crushed in the 
collision the others were lowered safely and 
everybody was taken on board. Some men 
passengers helped the women passengers itto 
the boats. One woman passenger, Mrs. 
Allison, had an anxious time until she was 
reunited with her baby on the destrover, 
which reached the spot two hours after the 
call for help. 

The Lairdscastle remained afloat for three 
hours, and then plunged suddenly to the 
bottom. When a lifeboat arrived nothing but 
debris was seen on the water. 

One passenger, who spent two hours in a 
lifeboat, said that the weather was forgy 
when he came on deck after hearing a great 
thud. In the darkness he could just sce the 
outline of a bigger ship backing away.
